We hope to encourage all private 


owners of land to 
plant a row of 


shade trees along- the street as far as 
his or her land expends and not only 
in front of the residence. Many of our 
early settlers planted them only in 
front of the house with no provision 
for the neighbor or any wayfarer who 
should use the Toad. This seems like 
the ostrich who, when his head is 
covered, thinks he has performed his 
whole duty in the matter of covering. 
So inconslstant is the man who be- 
lieves his civic responsibility in shade 
trees for the street is finished when 
he has provided arboreal -beauty and 
coolness for his door yard only. 


The ideal place for 
street 
shade 


trees is 2 ft, away from the edge of 
the driveway with sidewalk close- on 
the other side of the tree. Sometimes 
wires and other conditions make it 


necessary to plant further from the 
driveway, but, the nearer plantings 
are mjide r.s above, 
the 
better for 


beauty and shade for the 'street. If 
trees are planted under the 
outer 


wire of a wide set of wires, they will 
not be injured by the wire. Upon re- 
quest by owners of street trees, the 
telegraph and -telephone companies 
will-combine such wires in one rubber 
cable, close- to the pole, giving such 
trees ample room. 


We desire our members to jealously 


guard our street' shad& trees against 
clipping of tree tops by employees of

"The highways are not only feeders to the railroads and af- 


ford relief from their local burdens, they are actually lines of 
motor traffic in interstate commerce. They are the smaller 
arteries of the large portion of our commerce and the motor ca 
has become an indispensable instrument in the political, soda 
and industrial life.

"There has begun a new era in highway construction, 


outlay of which runs far into hundreds of millions of dollars 
Bond issues by bond districts, counties and states mount to 
enormous figures and the country is facing such an outlay tha 
it is vital that every effort shall be directed against wasted ef 
fort and unjustifiable expenditure. 


"The federal government can place no inhibition on the ex 


penditure in the several states; but since congress has em 
barked upon a policy of assisting the states in highway im 
provements,,wisely, I believe it can assert a wholly, becomm. 
influence in shaping policy. 
"With the principle of federal participation acceptably es 


tablished, probably never to be abandoned, it is important tc 
exert federal influence in developing comprehensive plans 
looking to the promotion of commerce and apply our expen 
diture in the surest way to guarantee a public return for th 
money expended."

Women in Politics 


"The idea of a woman's party is insane," says Dr. Henry 


Van Dyke. "It contradicts the fundamental idea on'which 
the victory of woman sufrage was won, namely, that sex 
should make no difference in civil life and political privileges. 


Dr Van Dyke need not worry .about .the matter. Efforts to 


line up the women in a party of their-own, along strictly_fem- 
inist lines, have failed to go far and seem likely to continue 
failino- The women are lining up very much the same as the 
men on political isues, though laying a little mord stress on 
morals and the protection of women and children. Even in 
these matters of special interest they are not trying to "go it 
alone" but to influence men to their own thinking. 


The whole situation, as it has developed since the adoption 


of the Nineteenth Amendment, goes to show the American 
women are co-operating in politics with American men, to 
obtain what is best for all. That was the purpose of the suf- 
frage movement. 


The Prohibition Navy 


The Treasury Department at Washington, inasmuch as the 


use of the regular navy for prohibition enforcement is con- 
sidefed illegal,'wants a navy of its own. Treasury officials 
estimate that for $28,500,000 they, can build enough cruising 
cutters and motorboats and add enough men to the Coast 
Guard to patrol all the seacoast, harbors, lakes and rivers, 
where liqtfbr is smuggled into the country.

to cut a third of a billion dollars from the federal income taxes, 
so the government evidently feels able to--stand the expense.
